Requirements  for  a  Maryland  High  School  Diploma  are  established  by  the 
Maryland  State  Board  of  Education.  Local  Education  agencies  may  add  re- 
quirements beyond  those  established  by  the  Board.  For  specific  details  see 
COMAR  13A.03.02.03B,C,G. 

Students  may  receive  a  Maryland  High  School  Diploma  by  successfully  com- 
pleting three  requirements: 

1.  Satisfactorily  completing  four  years  of  approved  study  beyond  the  eighth 
grade. 

2.  Demonstrating  competency  in  the  areas  of  reading,  wanting,  mathematics, 
and  citizenship  and  participating  in  specific  activities  in  arts  and  physical 
education,  world  of  work,  and  survival. 

3.  Earning  a  minimum  of  20  credits  beyond  grade  eight,  4  of  which  must  be 
earned  after  the  completion  of  grade  eleven.  The  20  credits  must  be  dis- 
tributed as  follows:

Did  you  know  that: 

Maryland  citizens  volunteered  over  56,000  hours  of  service  to  schools  during  a 
three-hour  Maryland  Instructional  Technology  produced  telethon  aired  over  Maryland 
Public  Television  stations. 

More  than  $1  million  was  distributed  to  Juvenile  Services  and  adult  correctional 
institutions  to  provide  remedial  reading  and  math  services,  GED  instruction, 
employment  training,  and  counseling  to  2,003  neglected  and  delinquent  students 
identified  by  the  Chapter  1  program. 

Over  2,600  gifted  and  talented  students  participated  in  Maryland  Summer  Centers 
programs  offered  at  16  sites  across  the  state.  Program  highlights  included  a  live- 
aboard  program  on  the  Lady  Maryland  and  parent-child  courses  in  Photography 
and  Astronomy. 

More  than  82%  of  Maryland's  9th  graders  passed  the  1988  Maryland  Writing 
Test.  This  represents  a  significant  improvement  over  the  performance  of  the  9th 
graders  who  were  tested  in  1987  when  only  67%  passed. 

Reading  laboratories  at  the  Maryland  Correctional  Institution  and  the  Maryland 
Correctional  Training  Center  ranked  among  the  top  nine  prison  literacy  programs 
in  the  country. 

More  than  188,000  Maryland  residents  have  been  awarded  diplomas  since  the 
inception  of  Maryland's  GED  program  in  1941. 

Migrant  education  programs  in  Queen  Anne's,  Dorchester,  Somerset,  and  Worcester 
counties  served  nearly  800  children  of  seasonal  farmworkers  in  1988. 

Maryland's  Tomorrow,  an  innovative  intervention  program  designed  to  keep 
educationally  at-risk  students  in  school,  provided  services  to  more  than  2,500 
youths  in  1988. 

AIDS  education  programs  are  now  in  place  in  every  Maryland  school  system  at 
the  elementary,  middle,  and  high  school  levels.
